Thousands Throng Streets 
As V. Jabotinsky Buried 
Tuesday On Long Island 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
NEW YORK.—Funeral services for Vladimir Jabotinsky were held 


Tuesday with 25,000 people jamming the streets of New York’s lower 
East Side to pay tribute to the Zionist leader and organizer of the 
New Zionist Organization. 

Jabotinsky died of coronary thrombosis shortly before midnight 
last Saturday night at Camp Betar near Hunter, N. Y. He was 59 
years old, and is survived by his wife and a son, Eri. 

Death occurred a few hours after Jabotinsky had reviewed a parade 
of the campers, members of the Zionist-Revisionist youth organization 
known as Brith Trumpeldor. The Zionist leader had come to the camp 
to spend the week-end. . 

Jabotinsky’s body was temporarily interred in a three-ton concrete- 
bronze vault at the New Montefiore Cemetery, Farmingdale, L. I. 
After the war is over it will be sent to Palestine, for reburial in the 
land he fought for. 

Thousands filled the street outside the Gramercy Funeral Chapel, 
while the services were going on. Some of them had been there all 
night. Inside the chapel, 750 people attended the simple orthodox 
service conducted by Rabbi Morris N. Rose of Temple Sinai, Brooklyn. 
There were no eulogies, following the precedent set at the funeral in 
1904 of Theodore Herzl, founder of modern Zionism. 

Notables Attend Funeral 

Representatives of the British, Czechoslovakian and Polish Gov- 
ernments attended the services, in addition to Prof. Benjamin Akzin, 
Eliahu Ben-Horin and other W. Z. O. leaders; Edward I. Kaufmann, 
president of the Zionist Organization of America; Colonel John Henry 
Patterson, commander of the 1917 Jewish Legions in Palestine; Stanley 
Howe, secretary to Mayor LaGuardia; Prof. James G. MacDonald, Dr. 
Hirsch J. Gordon, American Palestine Jewish Legion Commander; and 
John Gunther, the author, 

After the services, a funeral procession proceeded slowly up 
Second Avenue to Fourteenth Street and down to East Houston Street, 
where a thousand people boarded buses and private cars for the 
cemetery. 

Jewish theatres and homes for the aged were draped in black, and 
the sidewalks were crowded with mourners. When the procession 
passed the funeral chapel for the second time, it halted briefly while 
the cantors’ Association sang “El Mole Rachamim.” Thousands of 
bystanders joined in the singing when the ceremony was concluded with 
the singing of “Hatikvah.” 

Rites East Side’s Largest 

As the procession proceeded south from the Chapel, it was led by 
Max Greenberg, who lost a leg while fighting by Jabotinsky’s side in 
Palestine. 

Police Inspector John D. Martino said the funeral was “one of the 
largest in the history of the East Side,” and the “largest with a military 
background.” 

In the procession were delegations from Young Israel, B’rith 
Trumpeldor, the Jewish War Veterans, the American Friends of a 
Jewish Palestine and the American Palestine Jewish Legion. Many of 
the younger marchers had tears in their eyes as the sorrowful throngs 
moved down Second Avenue. 

At the cemetery they were joined by several hundred youngsters 
from the Betar Camp in Hunter, N. Y., where Jabotinsky died Saturday 
night. He was buried in the Max Nordau Circle plot. 

Messages of condolence came from local Jewish leaders, and also 
from Jewish bodies in Canada and Argentina, as well as from such 
non-Jews as Polish Ambassador Count Jerzy Potocki and Consul- Gen- 
eral Sylvester Gruszka. 


Was Man Without Country 


Jabotinsky, although Russian-born, was technically a “man without 
a cguntry.” Usually, when asked his nationality, he described himself 
as “The Wandering Jew.” He travelled on a Nansen passport. He was 
born in Odessa, Russia, Oct. 18, 1880, and was educated in Russia, Italy 
and Switzerland. He studied law and was admitted to the bar in Russia, 
but never practiced law, choosing instead to follow a career as a writer, 
orator and Zionist leader. 
But it was as a Zionist leader and organizer of the Jewish Legion, 
which helped Allenby wrest Palestine from Turkey in the World War, 
that Jabotinsky gained his greatest measure of fame. He organized 
the Legion in 1916 and enlisted in it as a private, later earning promo- 
tion to the rank of lieutenant. 
Jabotinsky was decorated for his services with the Legion, and 
remained in Palestine after the war ended. Together with other de- 
mobilized Legionnaires he organized a self-defense corps to cope with 
threatening Arab violence and, after the Jerusalem outbreaks. of 1920, 
he was sentenced to 15 years penal servitude. Protests in many parts 
of the world, which were echoed in the House of Commons, resulted in 
quashing of the sentence after he had served three and a half months 
of it.

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| How Captain Extorted 
Money From Refugees Told 











By Ecler Telegraphic Agency 
LISBON.—The terrifying cruise of 50 refugees aboard the freighter 


Dora was at an end following their debarkation from the “hell ship” in 
whose hold they had been virtually imprisoned since July 2 when the 
craft left the French port of Cette, near Bordeaux. 


The sight of these refugees, emaciated from weeks of semi- 
starvation, staggering across the dock, was an unforgettable one 
for this correspondent and other persons who witnessed their land- 
ing. Portuguese sailors wept unashamedly as the pitiful group 
of men, women and children, passed by, enroute to the quarantine 
center at Caxias, near here. 


The 2,000-ton Dora, flying the Panamanian flag, had been anchored 
at Lisbon for a month pending an investigation by the authorities, who 
The captain, a Greek 
gangster, had refused to proceed to Casablanca, French Morocco, whert 
the refugees were unable to furnish additional fare he demanded. The 
captain formerly illicitly transported refugees to Tel Aviv and was 
known to have drowned a-number of refugees refused entry to Palestine. 


The refugees include a three-month old infant, twelve chil- 
dren under seven and 14 women. One woman was so ill from the 
ordeal that she had to be hospitalized immediately on landing. 
The refugees, most of whom are Jews from France, Belgium and 
the Netherlands, along with some White Russian emigres, will be 
cared for by the Portuguese Jewish Refugee Aid Committee. The 
refugees include the banker Haim Berstein and members of his 
family and the Polish banker Sokolow, a resident of Belgium for 
30 years. 


Although the Dora was permitted to depart after the debarkation, 
the Jewish Refugee Aid Committee intends to prosecute the captain in 
Maritime Court. The Committee is now conferring with the police on 
plans to send the refugees to Australia or Shanghai via Portuguese 
South Africa aboard a Portuguese ship: Members of the Committee 
believe that such an arrangement will be carried out within a month. 


Meanwhile, every posible aid is being given the charges of the 
Committee. After spending four days at quarantine, where their 
health papers will be inspected, they will be given the freedom of 
the country until the date of their departure. Seventeen of them 
landed without any baggage or money. 


This was the first trip to Lisbon by the Greek captain, who re- 
cently shifted his “trade” to French Moroccan ports. He charged the 
refugees a total of 2,000,000 Belgian francs for the voyage, adding to 
that 150 dollars for each day spent in port.

Speaks on 


INTOLERANCE 








A LADY accuses me of something which never 
“” was any sin of mine. I have been guilty of 
much but never of self-pity. Goldie Dichner of 
8269 North New Jersey street, Indianapolis, ac- 
cuses me of this. 

In the Yom Kippur prayers we ask forgiveness 
for a variety of sins but self-pity is not one of 
them. I would add a line to the confessions: “For 
the sin of pitying ourselves, forgive us.” 

The lady says I had several columns of self- 
pity in the piece about Mr. Bungle’s boarding 
farm. This is the farm in the Catskills that I 
passed on my recent vacation tour. In front of it 
stood a sign: “For Christian Tourists.” 

She seems to think I was pitying myself be- 
eause Mr. Bungle didn’t want me, a Jew. It hurts 
me the more to be accused of self-pity since 
through several columns I was really laughing at 
Mr. Bungle instead of weeping for myself. Nor 
was I even angry; I never did consider social dis- 
crimination anything to get excited about. 

Then the lady takes-up other matters on which 
I find myself agreeing with her. 

She says: “One would suppose the Jewish peo- 
ple are innocent of ever having put up such signs 
by signboard, word or deed. You can probably 
remember several half-Jewish or perhaps non- 
Jewish people who attempted to make themselves 
a part of the Jewish community. Do you remem- 
ber what happened to them for paying us the 
compliment? Were they welcomed with eager 
arms? You and I know better. 

“We would like to be accepted by others but are 
far from ready to do as much for them. Where 
do we get off asking for more than we give?” 

* * >» 


F COURSE, the answer is that since we are 

human beings we suffer from all the faults of 
the human race and intolerance is one of them. 
When in good time human nature comes to per- 
fection we, too, shall embrace all the brethren, of 
whatever faith or color, and respéct them. 

Yet a frank confession of intolerance should 
prepare us for the happy day of brotherhood. 
The fact is that we are not even tolerant among 
ourselves. One group puts up signs against the 
other. 

One hears of country clubs that will not have 
people who came out of Orthodox origin from 
East European parentage. During the depression 
when new members were badly needed, some of 
the clubs relaxed enough to tolerate a few people 
who were that unfortunate in their grandfathers 
or great-grandfathers. But, as I hear, these peo- 
ple haven’t felt at all happy in their club-life. 
All around they discover hostile glances that as 
much as say to hem: “How did you get in here? 
You, whose grandfather came over on a ship as 
late as 1880?” 

Then there is the religious intolerance that is 
impatient with the Orthodox for being that way. 
There is a school of Jewish intolerance whose 
opinion it is if it weren’t for the Orthodox every- 
thing would be all right with Jews. If they’d only 
give up being kosher and all that, nobody would 
find any fault with Jews! 





On the other side, intransigeant Orthodox Jews 
believe that they alone among Jews have commu- 
nication with God and that the Holy One, blessed 
be He, regards Reform Jews as no more than 
Goyim. They will not be allowed to sit at the 
right hand of God when the time comes. 

In fact, Orthodox intolerance sometimes ex- 
tends to other Orthodox Jews who do not weigh 
up to the full measure of Orthodoxy. I know of 
a certain city in which oné Orthodox rabbi would 
as soon be seen in St. Patrick’s Cathedral as to 
enter the synagogue of another Orthodox rabbi in 
the same city. In that synagogue women are 
allowed to sit on the same floor level with the 
men, though in a separate section, contrary to the 
Othodox rule which requires that women be con- 
cealed in a balcony. This, it appears, makes it a 
synagogue that is profane in the eyes of the other 
rabbi and of God. 

[I have heard, however, that God has been more 
tolerant about this than the rabbi. God has pros- 
pered the synagogue which the rabbi scorns. It 
is paying off its debt regularly.]

| THINK we should prepare for the happy day of 
universal tolerance by some practice of toler- 
ance among ourselves, Jews who have suffered 
most from intolerance should be the first to lead 
the way to millenium when brother will embrace 
brother without a knife to stick in his back. 

Then, having had some experience of tolerance 
toward each other, we may know how to be tol- 
erant in all other relations. 

The other day I met one whom I shall call Sam 
which is, indeed, his name. Sam at once upbraided 
me: “What’s getting into you, Segal?” 

“What have I done now?” 

“What have you done? All you did was to heap 
flowers at the feet of a convert from Judaism.” 

He meant a certain piece I had written in my 
daily newspaper column. In this I had paid 
tribute to a doctor who had just died. He was a 
refugee from Germany. I had written that he, far 
along in his sixties, had been uprooted from his 
native soil, despite the merits of his character, his 
skill as a physician, the good name he had earned. 
He had been judged and condemned for his blood 
stream. He had been born a Jew who in his youth 
was converted to Catholicism. 

“Yes,” Sam said, “you gave your blessing to 
this convert who, nevertheless, had to suffer the 
fate of all Jews. You should have pointed out 
that ironic fact.” 

Well, Sam, I replied, you are angry because this 
man dropped Judaism and took up another faith. 
But how well have you yourself done by Judaism? 
Tell me that. You must confess that you are just 
one of those Jews who feel very Jewish at the 
moment you have been hurt. This doctor at least 
frankly abandoned the faith. You yourself keep 
it only as one of the gears in your defense 
mechanism. What else does Judaism mean to 
you. Aw, Sam, since we are so weak ourselves, 
let’s. be tolerant of other weaklings. 

He snorted and went on: “You talk like a 
rabbi,” he said.

Henry Montor says, Defense of the Jewish 
Position Determined By Social and Economic 
Views.—That Jews in America ought to be united 
in a common defense of their interests is ad- 
mitted by all who have seen the destructive effect 
of disunity in Europe; by all except those who 
think that anti-Semitism is a plague which visits 
only certain types of Jews. perhaps only those 
who wear beards or have accents or dress osten- 
tatiously or use the wrong cutlery or have the 
temerity to express their social and economic con- 
victions publicly. 

Without a real unity among American Jews, 
defensive measures on their behalf are, at best, 
conflicting; at worst, mutually cancelling. At the 
present time, defense of the Jewish position is 
determined by the social and economic views of 
the particular group of people administering the 
program, instead of being guided by the actual 
physical safety requirements of all Jews regard- 
less of their ideologies. 

Without unity, without a common recogni- 
tion that anti-Semitism is a potent force which 





may be as destructive to the Jew in America as 
in any other land, and without the abandonment 
of social and political criteria by which to plan 
the defense of the Jews in America, it does not 
seem possible that American Jews can do any- 
thing to meet the tide which is sweeping toward 
them from the east. 

There may still be Jews who think that Hitler 
can be pacified and appeased. But, in the main, 
Jews are convinced that the outcome of the war 
has a direct bearing on their destiny. A strange 
notion is prevalent that Jews should not indicate 
their interest in that war. Proponents of the 
“quiet” principle seem to think that there is a re- 
lationship between what Jews think and say and 
what other Americans think and say about the 
war. In the first place, it is those who label them- 
selves most truculently as “Americans” who are 
usually the ones to deny Jews the fundamental 
American right that every citizen has to express 
his opinion. There is no reason why Henry Mor- 
genthau does not have an equal right with Frank 
Knox to say publicly, continuously and staunchly 
that he would like Great Britain to win.

Headlines, News Items Need Explaining 


[ MUST be becoming increasingly evident 

every day that such apparently harmless head- 
lines as that appearing in The Indianapolis Star 
Thursday, “Nazi Paper Says Hitler Peace Will 
Mean Europe Cleared of Jews,” are conditioning 
readers in just the way the Nazis wish—to begin 
to believe that such a wiping out of the Jews is 
desirable. 

In this paper’s opinion, d letter to the paper 
from a man like Louis J. Borinstein or Isidore 
Feibleman, stating that going with the Jews from 
Europe will be the trade unions, considerations of 
mercy, freedom of speech and belief and worship, 
and even freedom to live, would be salutary, and 
would be the mere exercising of democratic prin- 
ciples and ordinary common sense. The letter 


definitely need not be antagonistic, since certainly 
The Star meant no injury whatsoever. The letter 
should be explanatory. 

Those rabbis and lay leaders whose theme song 
for the past few years has been that we must try 
to prevent. at all odds the spreading of the belief 
that there is such a thing as a Jewish problem 
are akin to the man in the parable of the closing 
of the stable door after the horse has gone. The 
horse is gone. There is the belief and it is grow- 
ing daily that there is a Jewish problem, and that 
belief is spreading here too, possibly because no 
General Jewish Council and even no local Jewish 
leadership is alert enough to be able to diagnose 
the situation and then courageous enough to at- 
tack it. 


J. D. C. Report Shows Good Proportion Spent Constructively 


HOSE who might criticise the Joint Distribu- 

ton Committee because, as they charge, it is 
an organization dedicated solely to relief work 
and not interested in rehabilitation would do well 
to peruse the report released this week by Joseph 
C. Hyman, executive vice chairman of the J. D. C. 
Of the $8,923,700 spent for all causes by the or- 
ganization during 1939, $2,366,600 was expended 
for emigration service to refugees permitted to 
enter Palestine, Latin American countries and 
other overseas lands for permanent settlement. 

Definitely and as a matter of human obligation 
the J. D. C. must feed as many hungry as possible, 


whether these same mouths will have to be fed 
tomorrow and next year or not, which happens to 
be the point on which the J. D. C. has been most 
severely criticised. But the fact that almost 29 
per cent of the funds spent can be classified in a 
category which is inevitably constructive deserves 
more than cursory attention. 

For the benefit of those of us who are Zionists, 
it is unfortunate that the figures were not broken 
down to show how much money was spent to 
transport immigrants to Palestine alone, but even 
as is, the one complaint upon which the J. D. C. 
has been called down most often is now obviously 
no longer tenable. 


Mourning Over Jabotinsky Reveals Palestine’s Place 


1 anata who would interpret the spontaneous 

outpouring of grief over the sudden death of 
Vladimir Jabotinsky, extremist Zionist leader, as 
a sportsmanlike gesture motivated more by com- 
mon decency than any real feeling fail to under- 
stand the change that has come about in the 
viewpoint of world Jewry in the past decade and 
in the past few years especially. 

To many American Jews Jabotinsky is the 
foreign-sounding name of a man who had some- 
thing to do with Palestine. Neither the policies he 
advocated nor the organization he headed were 
any more familiar to them than that. 


The grief over the loss of the Revisionist leader 
is a clear indication that the main stream of 
Jewish history has already attached itself to a 
Jewish Palestine and the déStiny of that land. 
Historians of the future will place this change 
somewhere in the past ten years, and everything 
that goes on in American Jewry and Jewries of 
other lands will be interpreted in the light of 
how these activities affected Palestine as the 
Jewish national homé, in much the same manner 
as the history of the nations of the world during 
Napoleon’s ascendancy is interpreted in the light 
of what happened to Napoleon. 


Current Comment 


Perturbed by Inactivity of General Jewish 
Council, Jewish National Workers Alliance Says— 
The convention is greatly perturbed by the in- 
activity of the General Jewish Council, organized 
in 1938. We regard with great anxiety the fact 
that even now, in the face of the bitterly tragic 
situation of world Jewry and the menaces that 
threaten us here in America, it has not been pos- 
sible to make of the General Jewish Council the 
virile, active, central body so sorely needed in 
American Jewish life. 


In this inactivity of the General Jewish Council 
we see inherent the danger that American Jewry 
may not be united in time for the fight against 
anti-Semitism in this country and for the presen- 
tation of Jewish demands before the international 
peace tribunals at the close of the present war. 

Nor can the convention regard otherwise than 
with deep dismay the report that a certain body 
of the General Jewish Council has introduced a 
project for the transference of the conduct of 
central Jewish activities and the struggle for 
Jewish rights into the hands of a small group of 
individuals who shall not be responsible for their 
actions to or be subject to the control of any 
Jewish public body. 

The convention regards such proposals as an 
attempt to entrench in Jewish public life the rule 
of a plutocratic leadership and at the same time 
to blunt the initiative and militancy of the Jewish 
masses. 

The convention instructs our representatives in 
the American Jewish Congress to register with it 
our emphatic protest against this attempt to foist 
a plutocratic rule on Jewish life in America. We 
instruct them further to take the initiative, if 


necessary, to organize all forces represented in 
the congress against the participation of the con- 
gress in any body beyond the reach of public con- 
trol.

Why Refer to a Jewish Leader, The American 
Jewish Outlook Asks—A number of Democrats 
have indicated that. they are opposed to a third 
term. Among them are such names as Lewis 
Douglas, former director of the budget; John W. 
Hanes, former undersecretary of the treasury; 
former Senator Burke of Nebraska; President 
Charlies Seymour of Yale University, and so on. 

In each instance the daily papers reported the 
news together with a statement from the man 
concerned. But when former Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Proskauer announces that he is leaving the 
Democratic party, the newspapers featured his 
announcement in terms of “a prominent Jewish 
leader” and pointed out that he was the former 
president of the New York Men’s Hebrew Asso- 
ciation and the New York Federation for the Sup- 
port of Jewish Philanthropic Societies. The pa- 
pers pointed out that he was “the first prominent 
member of his faith to declare for the Republican 
nominee,” 

Now what has Proskauer’s faith got to do with 
his decision? Why are we not told the faith of 
Douglas, or Hanes, or Burke, or Seymour? Why 
bring in the Jewish Federation or the Young 
Men’s Hebrew Association? Proskauer acted as 
an individual, not as a judge or a Jew or as a 
president of a “Y” in New York. Any attempt 
to draw any other conclusion is vicious and un- 
founded. One wonders why the newspapers had 
to bring in Proskauer’s religion. It does not be~

To the Editor: 

I beg to apply to you ‘in my let. 
ter of today, with the following 1. 
quest, and I beg you not to thing 
it and to help me as far as Possible 

I ran, in Germany since 1926, 4 
leather wholesale business, ang the 
importance of it as well ag 
personal fame in this line was, 
very considerable one. Owing t 
the government’s action in Novem. 
ber, 1938, my business ag well ay 
my dwelling were entirely de. 
stroyed and plundered, and I Jog 
my rather considerable fortune 
Alas! there remained no other 
opening for emigration for myself 
and my family than to go to Shap. 
ghai. So we landed here about on 
year ago. 

As you will see from the deck. 
rations in the end of this letter, it 
concerns still young people. Espe. 
cially my wife and children ap 
here facing the greatest dangers, 
owing to the climate, and they 
could not stand a long living in 
Shanghai. Especially as my chil 
dren are in the age of growing, 
and because of the lack of right 
food are very underfed. 

In addition to this fact, it ij 
quite impossible to start an exist 
ence by the small means that are 
at my disposal, and that as anim 
migrant one cannoi secure a foot 
ing in China altogether. My 
knowledge of my _ business lines 
and my commercial experience of 
21 years cannot help me here, and 
thus there is for me no other pos- 
sibility than to emigrate from 
China as soon as possible, espe 
cially as the future of my family 
and the creation of a new exist 
ence are my heart’s desire. 

I am registered with the Amet- 
ican Consulate in Berlin and my 
turn will be in about half a year. 
Despite all endeavors, it was not 
yet possible to get an affidavit for 
which reason I apply to you, with 
the request to befriend me, ani 
perhaps with the help of an ap 
peal in your paper, to find a per 
son that is willing to sign an afi- 
davit for me and my family. The 
person in question can be sure that 
he will not have to fear the least 
apprehension and that this aff 
davit will oblige him in any Way: 
It is but to enable me to obtain 
my immigration, and I do not 
sist on New York, for I should g 
to any small city in America. We 
are all of German nationality, with 
German passports; but owing @ 
my birthplace, we are not co 
for the Polish quota. Simultar 
eously, I add a certificate of rept 
tation issued by the Jewish Com 
munity in Berlin on the day before 
my leaving. 

I beg you to try all you can in 
getting an affidavit, and I hop 
you will not disregard my request 

You may be sure that I would 
never forget your help, and 
I would consider it my duty to 
help other fellow believers as s00n 
as I am in America.
